MAIL COMMUNICATION. 



In the discuss'on of the Estimates yester- 
day, a ooosiderable reduction wu made in 
the items lor postal communication. The 
sum proposed by the Executive was in round 
numbers. $33,000, which was cut down by 
the Hoase to a little over $15,000. The 
principal item was that in relation to direct 
communication with England via Panama, 
amounting to $25,000. Ia placing this sum 
in the estimates, we believe His Excellency 
was not only carrying out a warm desire oi 
the part of the people, but was acting 
assurance that the sum of $50,000 would be 
voted by British Columbia for the same ob- 
ject. Without, however, doubting in the 
slightest the desirability of the measure, the 
House agreed that under present circum- 
stances, when financial matters were at a 
rather low ebb, and union with the neighbor- 
ing colony in immediate prospective, it would 
be prudent to bold over the vote. There is 
one feature about this matter, however, 
which should not be overlooked. We are at 
present paying over $9000 for mail commu- 
nication with San Francisco, while British 
Columbia, although enjoying almost equal 
benefits, is not contributing a single farthing. 
rmwH eommnntcatioe with Panama, 



our expenses would only be increased about 
» 1 6,000, while British Columbia would be 
obliged to pay three times the amount. The 
argument, therefore, for voting the money is 
rather strong, and can only be met by the 
faots already implied-tbat it will be difficult 
to make up the ordinary revenue the present 
year, and that the probability is we shall 
bave anion with the neighboring colony be- 
fore the twelvemonth expires. 

The item of $4030 for mail communication 
to Oowichan. Salt Spring Island, Nanaimo 
and Comox, ia this year larger thin last ; 
bat the increase is excusable. We have at 
present one of the finest as wall as qoiokes t 
steamers on the North Paoific, plying between 
the various settlements. The former isolation 
of theae places has ceased, the farming pop. 
station are now brought into regular com- 
munication with Victoria, and a stimulus is 
at once given to settlements along the coast. 
This item of Government expenditure is, 
therefore, well appropriated. The amount 
aet down for a daily mail to Esqaimalt— 
$1171— was reduced to $350, the House con- 
sidering that at present a daily mail 
was unnecessary. We think so too. While 
express wagons and other vehicles go backward 
and forward between the two places every 
day, and while the correspondence between 
Esqaimalt and Victoria is limited to a very 
insignificant budges, we are rather of opinion 
that a daily mail would prove an expensive 
superfluity. The reduction in the Sooke es- 
timate from $1000 to $300 is not so judicioos. 
Three hundred dollars will be of no use 
whatever io establishing postal communica- 
tion with Le;oh river. The whole sam 
sboald have been voted or none at all. 
For oar part, we think that a private 
expreas will answer the miner's purpose 
much better. The postal system compels 
the miner to lose much time in looking after 
his letters. He is obliged in many cases to 
walk miles on the mere chance of obtaining 
a communication at the pest office. The ex- 
pressman saves all this by leaving the letter 
with the person to whom it is addressed. 
Any little additional expense therefore that 
may be entailed by the miner is fully mads 
op by this great convenience. On the whole, 
we cannot object to yesterday's reductions. A 
few items there were that might, without in- 
jury, have been left as they appeared in the 
estimates ; but the bulk of those reduced 
oould well bear the reduction. 

THE UNION QUESTION IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 



A rumor has been current the last few 
days that the Legislative Counoil of British 
Colombia was about to iotroduee, or had 
introduced a resolution opposing union with 
Vancouver Island on all or any grounds, and 
a oertain amount of politioal capital is at- 
tempted to be made of the matter by the free 
port party. Now we would not like to say 
anything that might tend to crush still 
farther the spirits of the separatioaieta , bat, 
as a matter of laot, we must inform these 
gentlemen that if every member of the 
Legislative Council of the neighboring colony 
nailed bis anti-union colors to the mast, or 
rather to the stumps at New Westminster, 
he would not prolong the separation of 
the two colonies a single hour. If it 
is necessary to have the opinion ol 
the neighboring oolony, it is to the people 
the question will be left— not an official 
Counoil. At present the expression of public 
sentiment in all the towns above New 
Westminster is unmistakably in favor of 
union, and well it might be, since their busi- 
ness men and inhabitants generally are much 
more intimately connected with Victoria than 
they are with the capital of their own colony. 
When Cariboo opens the ensuing season, two 
or three thousand union and tariff men will 
be there to give expression to their opinions 
if need be. The small band of antUunionists 
at New Westminster will, therefore, have 
about as much power to stay the force of the 
overwhelming sentiment of the country as 
Mrs. Partington had to stem the tide of the

Dr. Helinokan again spoke* in favor of 
leaving things as they were, in view of the 
changes which were likely soon to come 
about. We would soon need more extensive 
offices, Tor Custom House, <feo. 

Dr. Tolmie contended that the Harbor- 
master's office particularly should be on the 
water front. 

Dr. Dickson asked the Chairman (Mr. 
Franklin) what rent be was paying for the 
Government property. 
The question being out of order, 
.Dr. Diokson would then state his own 
opinion, that more rent could be obtained for 
the rest of the property, after taking the ne- 
cessary portions for harbor and post offices, 
than was now obtained by the Government. 
The buildings were much better than the 
present effioes (hear, hear) and the entire 
community were anxious for the obange. It 
was most inconvenient to every body, ladies 
especially, to go to the present office iu the 
evening. He reiterated that more rent could 
be got for the remaining portion of the Gjv 
ernment property thin is now obtained for 
the whole of it. The buildings could be 
fitted up for the harbor and post offices at a 
coat ot not more than -200. 

The rents were voted, and a^recommenda- 
tion to His Excellency to remove tbe offices 
to the old post offioe lot, Guvernment street, 
was also carried.

The Chairman said this was a eontribution 
towards a direct line to Panama. 

Dr. Hoimcken did not see that British 
Columbia abowed any desire to join us io 
obtaining a direct line. He moved that the 
item be made (or service between Ticteria 
and San Francisco, and tbe amount be tbe 
same as last year, viz., f 9000. 

If r. Franklin said a proposition bad been 
made for a direct line to Panama, calling at 
New Westminster, if these colonies would 
pay 7 per cent on £250,000. He would call 
attention to the fact tbat Brituh Columbia 
paid no part ef tbe present mail subsidy. 
She should certainly pay one-half. 

Dr. Helmcken said if the colonies were not 
united he would not be in favor of paying 
one oent towards a subsidy, aa we would ob- 
tain all the benefit without paying anything. 
With nnion, however, he would be willing to 
contribute a fair share. 

Dr. Ilelmoken's amendment was carried. 

Mr. Cochrane here entered tbe House.

To tub Editor or thb Britisi Colonist, 
— Sir, — With yaur permission I shoutd like 
to give my opinion ot tbe benefits we shall 
derive from a tariff. Wa will presume a two per 
cent, tariff now levied oo all importations, in* 
creasing tho rate on all we can raiso or maou* 
factnre in the colony. If only two per coot, 
be imposed it will require no staff of officers 
to prevent smuggling; the risk of doing so 
for «o small a profit wonld prevent any at- 
tempt at that dangerous trade. Now suppose 
we have ten ships yearly from Englaod or 
other European ports ; their cargoes valued 
at one hundred thousand dollars each, w 
yield to tba revenue at the paltry two 
cent, tariff twenty thousand dollar 
thirty ships from China, Sao Frat 
elsewhere, with oargoes valued at fifty thou- 
sand dollars each, would yield thirty thou* 
sand dollars more to the Treaso y. Two 
per cent, on tbe produce brought from the 
other side in sma.ll orafl, amounting to seven 
hundred thousand annually, fourteen thousand 
dollare mora. Then again tha lumbar trade- 
two dollars on the thousand feet, and a few 
other littla extras, would raiaa the revenue 
sixteen thousand dollars more. These trifling 
imposts would give the nioa little sum of 
eighty thousand dollars into our treasury, and 
only require tbraa men to eolleot it. Then, 
further, put on tao per ce t. tax on all un- 
improved lots held by speculators within 

at ten dollars per acre (wbioh is very low 
according to the prices asked) we have an- 
other fifteen thousand dollars in the treasury. 
Again, the bankers, and all that send tbe gold 

one hundred thousand dollars per month that 
would amount to seventy-four thousand dol- 
lars more. A nice little sum this— a revenue 
of one Aundred and nintteen thousand dollars. 
Expend this on public improvements, and 
give work to the unemployed. Let us see 
who is going to be injured by this scheme J 
In the first place the wbolosale men will 
charge tha teta.il m«o the two per cent., sure; 
tha retail men will receive five dollars to one 
they receive at present, when tbo working 
men are fully employed, and tbey cannot 
charge the consumer any mora than at pres ■ 
ent on the small purchases the latter males. 
Again, the working man will have nearly 
oonstant employment, while now he cannot, 
find one day's work in three or four months. 
He oan, when employed, bettor afford to pay 
fifty cents more for a coat, ghovel, or for any 
thing he may require. He oan live' in a bet- 
ter cottage, buy a little furniture and live 
more like a Christian than most of them do 
at present— three or four of them huddled 
together in a miserable abanty, aomotimes 
almost starving, or living on what (bey cao 

have to sell, lease, or cultivate their lands, 
and io a tow years all the mcooy sent out oi 
the country for produee will be expended 
here in labor ; and where there is labor ibare 
you will bave immigration. Let us adopt 
ibis polioy, and without tha excitement of 
gold mines wa will double our farming and 
producing population evory year.

DETECTIVE. 



The advaoturas of Pardon Worsley, a tie* 
taotive employed by tbe commander of this 
military department, are sufficiently romantic 
to be worked up into a dime novel. Through 
bia exertions a most extensive contraband 
trade with the rebels has bean exposed, in 
volving several business firms of this city and 
in Baltimore, whoae reputation baa been 
heretofore without blemish. 

r orsley camo io Washington about two 
years ago with two dollars io bts pocket. He 
hired himself out, according to bia statement, 
to a baker for twenty dollare a week, and, 
•ftar working a while as a journeyman, began 
tba manufaolure of pies and cakes for tbe 
soldiers. Haviog a permit to sell his stuff in 
tbo fortifications and camps of tbe southern 
defences of Washington, be became familiar 
with tha localities aloog oor lines in Vir- 
ginia, aod tba military authorities at length 
propoaed to him that ba should try to gain 
some information of Mosby's haunts, Ac, in 
Fairfax country. He undertook the difficult 
task, making short excursions at irst, not 
darings to penetrate far into tha enemy's 
country. But one day, two ladies of the 
persuasion solicited bim to carry them 
u*h the lines to a place near Mosby's 
beadquartera. He informed Gen. Augur 
about tbe matter, and suggested that this 
might lead to an acquaintance with Mosby. 
The General encouraged him to undertake 
tbe expeditioo, and be was lurrrished with the 
necessary papers and the counteraign, to be 
used on bis return. ..... ,, — 
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about you." A bargain was etrwek, and 

Mosby turned over the coods to hi* baud and 
set out alone wiih Wor*ky on his jaunt to. 
ward Washington. The spy relates thai i - 
wss sorely tempted during this ride |o ga? 
his pasaaoger, tie bim ia tbe bottom of bia 
wagon and bring him in a captivo. But he 
reflected that Moaby without doubt was try- 
ing him, that be had the road picketed with 
concealed guerillas, and that if he eh mid ba 
seen committing violence upon bim, or after- 
wards driving aloog alone he vron.'d be shot 
or captured and hung. When tbey were 
near their journey's end Mosby alirhted Irom 
the wagon, leavisg his pistols behind, and 
want into a field. Hera then, thought Wor- 
•ley, is an opportunity to shout bim with 
Impunity, but bis oaution prevailed end ba 
still jogged along with his 
whose countenance he disco 
appearanoa of satisfaction, 
wardly saying— " He'a a 
all." 

At another time Moaaby requested Worn- 
ley to bring a lady to Washington— she be- 
ing no other than Miss Fanny Nolan, one of 
Mosby's sharpest spies, who ia now a priso- 
ner iii ibe Old Capitol. Tbis young woman 
baa visited Washington often in male attire, 
remaining sometimes a week io the city. 
Worsley objected strongly to taking Miss 
Nolan to Washington ; didn't sea how he wss 
to get her through our lines. Moaby said— 
" Nonsense, you can bring out as much aa 
your two horses cao haul ; and it should bo 
quite as easy to take one woman into tho 
lints. Tall ma, Worsley," he added, " bow 
do you manage to bring your gooda outT" 
Worsley's reply waa a trumpery story about 
his traveling in tbe night by unfrequented 
roads, his bribing pickets sometimes with 
fifty dollars, sometimes with twenty, and 
sometimes with a bottle of whisky, etc. But 
Mosby insisted that ha should bring Miss 
*anny along, and be waa obliged to consent, 
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Remaining in tbe Victoria Pobt Orrica to 
February 10lh, 1865. 
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saying that she must take the same chance 
that should befall himself. They had a 
pleasant rido, Fanny talking incessantly, aod 
drawing from bim as much of the bislorv of 
his early lile as possible. But ha waa much 
perplexed as to how be aheuld pass Our 

pass in her presence, but he at last remem- 
bered a bouse occupied by a secessionist and 
situated j ist within our lines, tha back yard 
of whioh could ba reached without passing 
tbe pickets, who ware posted on tha road io 
hollow. Having reached tbia heuaa in a 
roundabout way, be drove into tbe yard, wa- 
tered his team aod then took boldly to tbo 
road. 

Mosby waajo the habin of informing bia 
purveyor; Worsley, where bia eomrarnnbT 
might be found ou hie return from his excur- 
sions, and it happened that before be got back 
witb Miss Nolan a party of our cavalry bad 
fallen upon Mosby's band and inflicted soma 
loss upon them. Worsley and Fanny put up 
at a bouse near tbe plaoe appointed and re- 
tired to their bada. . During the night Wors- 
ey waa aroused from his slumbers by tbe 
men of tbe ht ano, who said an officer wanted 
to apeak witb bim. Ha arose aod wont to 
the door of bis obambor, when be wss con- 
fronted by one of Mosby'e lieutenants, pistol 
in hand, who exclaimed, " You d — d Yankee 
spy, I am going to shoot you." Worsley in* 
uired what bo meant. The lieutenant aaid 
heir band bad been attacked ttial day by 
Federal oavalry, and ao-and-ao were "killed. 
It most hava bean by Worsley's treachery, 
and be bad been ordered by Colonel Moaby 
to ahoot him, whioh be waa about to do. 
Worsley mu-t die. Ir is highly probsble that 
tba spy would bave ended his career then 
and there if Fanny Nolan had not suddenly 
on the scene ol aotioo. She was reposing in 
the next apartment, heard tbe loud threat of 
tbe lieutenant and the protestation of Wors- 
ley, " You can shoot me, but if you do you* 
will find out you have done a wrong thing," 
and wrapping something about her, she 
sprang into tha room between tbem, saving : 
You shall not shoot bim unless you kill me 
first. I tell you he is a true man. 1 tracked 
him every stop in Washington, and I know 
be did not betray you. eiend Colonel Mosby 
to me." Mosby waa sent for, and after 
holding a abort conversation with Miss Nolan 
he went to Worslay s room, saying : - I waa 
was wrong, I misjudged you. Think no 
mora abaut it." 
These are some of the incidents that check- 
tba life of Pardon Worsley while he 
wss making hinnelf acquainted with the con- 
traband dealers io this city and Baltimore. 
Experienced detectives say ha bas worked 
up a " big job * io a manner tbat reflects 
great credit upon him as a professional, and 
Gen. Augur ascribes to bim all the credit 
of exposing a large number of rascals en- 
gaged in giving aid and comfort to the enemy.

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Mosby waa not at his quarters oo tbia oc- 
casion, bnt the ladies he bad carried out made 
such lepraaentatioos to tbe Captain in com- 
mand that tbat officer furnished Worslev 
with a document in the nature of a safeguard, 
o Ttily ing that he was a true friend of the 
Southern aoidiera and ordering that be 
ahould not be molested by tbe Confederate 
soldiers or citizens. 

Worsley now commeoced, for the purposo 
of obtaining information, a traffic witb the 
rebels beyond our lioes, carrying to them 
tea, coffee, sugar, dry goods, etc. He soon 
formed the acquaintance of Mosby and his 
officers, and purchased for tham in Washing- 
ton and Baltimore anoh artiolea as they 
ordered. Mosby formed a high opinion of 
Worsley's smartoess aod shrewdnes, and, be- 
coming fully convinced that he was faithlul 
to tha ^Confederate cause, he appointed him 
bia sorter. Worsley now drove a thriving 
business, carrying to tha rebels ns muoh 
bandise as a span of horses conld draw, 
ten an be oould dispo a of the load, 
time to time he was informed of busi- 
ness bouses where goods were furnished for 
traband traffic, and, according to instruc- 
18, be opened up a trade witb tbem. Ho 
these accommodating mercbanta 
bat he waa obliged to submit bia invoices 
o Moseby and bia officers, who allowed him 
handsome advance, but in order to make 
ba profits ot his business commensurate 
with its risks, be must hava two invoices, 
bna giving the real price, whila that intended 
for Mosaby's inspection should be doubled. 
In tbia way ba rolled up enormous gains, as 
ba waa allowed a raaaonable advance ou hia 
doubled invoice, and received hia pay in to- 
bacco, on whioh he realised three and four 
hundred per oaot profit when brought within 
our lines. 

Worsley also became a mail carrier for tha 
rebels, bringing [large quantities of corres- 
pondence and making General Augur'a 
quarters tha " distributing office." 

Bnt Moseby, tho cunning partisan cbief- 
ain, did not allow his confidence to repose 
lly upon Worsley until bo had teated him 
borough ly aa he thought. On ooe occasion 
demanded of him tbat be should carry 
lim in his wagon to a certain point about 
welve miles distant from his rendezvous io 
of Washington. Worsley ob- 
y replied, " D— n your loadl 
ibaoco will yon take for tho 
t ?" Worsley want into a oaraful estimate 
f tbe value of his wares.and, while making 
is figures, tha guerrilla, who bad been 
tohiog bim, exalainwd : " Woraley, yen 
are tha amarleat fellow 1 ever aaw— you are 
ot all Jew-tbwre'o some Yankee bio 04 
e<ia aa»l,tt*at »»■•■•'■ <■■
